Moving the mail -- ac¬ 
complished over the y ears by 
means ranging from bicycle to 
jumbo jet -- entered an 
historic new age September 5, 
when Mailgram messages 
traveled via satellite from 
New York to Los Angeles. 

The operation, sponsored 
jointly by the U.S. Postal 
Service and Western Union, 
marks the first use of a 
satellite to transport U.S L 
mail. 

The Postal Service and 
Western Union have provided 
the unique Mailgram service 
since 1970, using teleprinter 
terminals in» 119 key postal 
installations. The printed 
Mailgram message, similar in 
format to a telegram, is in¬ 
serted in a Mailgram envelope 
for delivery the next business 
day by regular carriers 
anywhere in the continental 
United States. 

Ceremonies dedicating the 
operation were held at the 
downtown Hyatt Regency 
Hotel in Los Angeles. William 
D. Dunlap, assistant post¬ 
master general for customer 
services, and Earl D. Hilburn, 
president of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company 
were hosts for the dedication 
ceremonies. 

Mailgram messages from 


New York to Los Angeles will 
, be scmt via the Westar system 
ilate Shis month. Regular 
, Mailgram traffic from the 
East Coaist to Texas and other 
parts of the West Coast via 
satellite is planned for the end 
of 1974. 

The coa.st-to-coast tran¬ 
smission will be beamed from 
an earth station at Glenwood, 
N.J. to Western Union’s 
Westar fl satellite, orbiting 
227300 nmes above the 
Equator. The satellite will 
relay the transmission back to 
a second station at Steele 
Valley, Calif. In all, the 
Mailgrann message will travel 
some 47 r 000 miles at the speed 
of light om its historic journey. 

Westar H. America’s first 
domestic communications 
satellite was launched April 
13, 1974.. by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad¬ 
ministration. 

Since the inception of 
Mailgram service in 1970, 
volume has risen 

dramatically, from 390,000 
total messages in that initial 
year to am es timated 20 million 
messages in 1974. Westar 1 will 
be a significant step in helping 
Western Union and the Postal 
Service beep pace with the 
increase's! demand for 
Mailgram' service and will 


open the way for further 
advances in rapid postal 
communications. It is also 
intended to provide more 
reliable service in a more 
economic communications 
system.
